On the 12th ult., the railway depot at Montpelier, Idaho, was the scene of 
a conflagration which destroyed several thousand dollars worth of property. 


Zera Cole, an old member of the Church, who journeyed from Kirtland to 
Missouri with Zion’s Camp, died in Salt Lake City on the 14th ult. of old age. 


The Woman Suffrage Associations in America are strongly opposing that 
portion of the Edmunds bill which proposes to disfranchise the women of 
Utah. 

The Manti iron foundry has just been started, and among the firet 4 
received was one to cast a cannon. The barrel is to be one inch and a half in 
diameter. 

The trial of President Geo. Q. Cannon, on one indictment found against 
him, for living with and acknowledging his wives, has been set for Wednesday, 
‘March 17th. 

Mr. James Sharp, ex-mayor of Salt Lake City, has been the. recipient of 
resolutions of confidence and appreciation from his associates on his retire- 
ment from office, and his administration has met with general public approval.

THE ARREST OF PRESIDENT CANNON. 

THE circumstances connected with the recent arrest of President George Q. 
Cannon illustrate in a vivid manner the spirit of intolerance and hatred 
which is animating the enemies of the Latter-day Saints, and also show to 
what an extent religious persecution can be carried on under the semblance 
of law. It is the same spirit with which the servants of God have been met 
in every age of the world, when they have come forth with a message to 
deliver and a work to perform, agreeable to the revelations of heaven.

and he is inspiring the hearts of men with a deadly hatred towards the ser- 
vants and Saints of God.

He is one of "he 
trusted and beloved counsellors of our venerable President, John Taylor, and 
there is the most perfect love and confidence existing between them. For 
many years he has been in most prominent positions in civil and ecclesiastic 
life, and the penetrating light of publicity has been turned upon his utter- 
ances and acts, with the result that nothing has been or can be brought 
against him but that his life is in accord with his teachings and faith ab a 
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the Seriptures which are held by all Christendom to be divine. | 

President Cannon has been hounded and pursued with as much determina- 
tion and rancor as if he was one of the worst criminals on earth. A price 
was put upon his head and offered for his capture, and when he was at last 
taken, indignities were showered upon him, partly to gratify the wicked 
malice of his persecutors against him, and also with a view to goad the 
Latter-day Saints into a hostile demonstration in his favor, that might serve 
as an excuse for further acts of oppression and persecution. Even the strong 
arm of the military power was invoked to figure in the affair, although not 
the slightest opposition had been made to the civil authorities. 

While the principal offense of President Cannon, in the estimation of his 
enemies, arises from the fact that he is one of the most influential leaders of 
the Latter-day Saints, yet, as this is not an indictable offense, an excuse has 
to be found to drag him before the courts of mis-called justice. There have 
never been wanting pretexts by which the servants of God could be accused 
and brought before earthly rulers and judges. The three Hebrew children 
were thus arraigned for refusing to bow before the golden image of Nebuchad- 
nezzar; Daniel was adjudged guilty by the forms of law for daring to pray to 
God three times a day, and our Savior and many of His disciples were 
arraigned before the courts and sentenced to cruel deaths, by the operation 
of laws that were conveniently adapted to their cases. The same wicked 
ingenuity is now at work in devising schemes and plots and in enacting 
special laws by which the servants of God can be harassed and punished. 
The pretext upon which President Cannon has been treated like a dangerous 
criminal, is that he is faithful to his wives and children, and refuses to 
renounce them and cast them off in obedience to an unjust and wicked law. 

This law has been as specially designed for the persecution of the Saints 
as the law against prayer was enacted for the special purpose of destroying 
the Prophet Daniel. It is well known to our enemies that all true Latter- 
day Saints will suffer death rather than renounce those holy covenants that 
bind them to their wives and children. The same law would make offenders 
in the same way of many of the best men who ever lived, if we are to believe 
the Scriptures, men whom God peculiarly blessed with His revelations, calling 
them His friends and men after His own heart. 

This alleged offense of President Cannon, if proven against him, renders 
him liable to a fine of three hundred dollars and six months’ imprisonment, 
and yet bail was demanded of him in the enormous sum of $45,000, which is 
another striking proof that the whole proceedings against him are inspired 
by a spirit of persecution. There is no doubt but that this course will be 
pursued against him in his coming trial and in his whole future treatment. 
Members of his family have been put under unusually heavy bonds to appear 
as witnesses, in the hope that their testimony will help to condemn him. 
Already the boast is being made that a fatal blow has been struck at Mor- 
monism” in this high handed arrest of one of our leaders. But no one familiar 
with the history and spirit of the Saints will be likely to entertain such an 
idea. If what the world call “Mormonism” could have been destroyed by 
culminating in the 
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tragedy of Carthage gaol and the driving of the Church into the wilderness, 
would have ended it many years ago. It is not the work of man, and no 
man’s liberty nor life can affect its stability. It is the work of God, and it 
will endure for ever. The Latter-day Saints know this to be true, and the 
world might also rejoice in the knowledge if they would receive it. 164 
From the time of the first organization of this Church, the patience of our 
people has been sorely tried by the persecution and indignities to which our 
leaders have been subjected. In many instances this has been harder to 
endure than the general persecutions to which the people, as a whole, have 
been exposed. Of such a nature was the martyrdom of our Prophet and 
Patriarch. The Saints are now called upon to witness outrage and insult 
heaped upon the head of one of their most revered and beloved leaders; and 
yet there are thousands who, with loving hearts and willing spirits, would 
gladly suffer in his stead, and, if necessary, lay down their lives for him, for 
the ties that bind the Saints to the men of God who lead them, are superior 
to every worldly consideration and stronger than death. But the scenes 
through which we are passing are necessary for the purification and redemp- 
tion of Zion, and the Lord will shape them all for the final triumph of the 
cause of truth. The oppressors of Zion must fill up their cup of iniquity and 
the Saints of God in this age, as in all others, must come up through much 
tribulation and be made perfect by the things they suffer. Let us show our 
devotion to God and His cause by sustaining His servants by our faith and 


prayers, and by diligently carrying out their counsels in all things.
